Litigation Before Henry Cir- 


cuit Court Will Also 
Affect This County. 


Newcastle, Ind., Dec. 23—Spe- 


cial Judge John A. Titsworth, 
presiding in the Flat Rock drain 
improvement case, found for the 
petitioners, and that their peti- 
tion was sufficient, and that the 
dram in its present condition is 
inadequate, in his ruling, late 
Saturday, in Henry circuit court. 


Judge Titsworth referred the 


case to the draingage commis- 
sioners, Ozro KIrkham, Henry 
county drainage commissioner; 
John Yost, Henry county sur- 
veyor, arid Philip Ryman, a dis- 
interested 
freeholder. 
These 


three will meet and qualify be- 
fore the court, on Jan. 27. 


They are Instructed to proceed 


immediately after qualifying to 
inspect lands described in the 
petition, and all lands to be af- 
fected by'the imprpventent, and 
make their ruling. 


They will consider whether the 


drainage proposed is practica- 
ble; whether when completed it 
will improve the public health, 
or benefit any public highway in 
the county,, or street of a town or 
city, and whether the costs, 
damages and expenses of .effect- 
tog the drainage will be less 
than the benefits to the owners 
gf/the*lands likely, to be bene- 
fitted by the proposed drainage. 


If 
the 
commissioners find 


against the proposed. Improve- 
ment, they will make their find- 
ing known to the "report and the 
position will be dismissed at the 
petitioners costs. 


If they find in favor of the 


drain, as has the court, they will 
proceed to make up plans and 
specifications, estimate the cost, 
assess the benefits and damages 
to each tract of land affected, 
and make a report to the court 
n; or before March 2. 
t'The court's decree at this time 
reads as follows: 
;-:?,That said petition is suffi- 
cjeiit and that such drain, as 
originally constructed, and as- 
existing, is not sufficient to 
properly drain the lands intend- 
ed, and that the proposed repair, 
change or extension thereof will 
probably accomplish such proper 
drainage and be of public utility. 
It Is therefore adjudged and de- 
creed by the court that said pe- 
tition be referred to the drain- 
age commissioner » * »" 


The petitioners point out that 


the drain has not been cleaned 
out or repaired, except in a few 
short places, for over 41 years. 
The Flat Rock improvement, if 
made, will be similar in size, to 
that recently made on the Blue 
River drain. 


The Flat Rock .improvement is 


intended to start near the 
Hagerstown Pike, State Road 38, 
and turn southwest into Rush 
county.

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CIVILIZATION'CHANGES 


Within the last century, even within the 


memory of some people now living, every family 
was a unit. Uncultivated grains and fruits and 
wild game provided the food. The fur and hide 
of animals and home-spun clothing provided 
protection against the weather. Logs roughly cut 
with the ax and slab board shingles provided the 
material with which the family cabin was built. 


That day has gone forever, and well may we 


be thankful that it has, because civilization has 
made life more comfortable and more enjoyable. 
There are now comparatively few men who can 
kill wild game, if it were to be found in any great 
abundance, much less make the f uY and hide into 
wearing apparel. 


Men who never had any experience on the 


farm would starve if they tried to produce 
enough food for themselves and their families. 
And the art of making clothing in the home has 
almost disappeared. 


This change in our mode of living has brought 


about a mutuality of interests an interdepen- 
dence that makes every business and every 
avocation dependent in large or small degree on 
every other one in existence. 


The demoralizing effect the post-war slump 


had on agriculture was a most striking example 
of the mutual interests of the people of this 
generation. There was no avenue of trade that 
did not feel the ill-effects of the farm depression. 
It taught a lesson not soon to be forgotten—that 
though we may not have the remotest connection 
with agriculture we are all sensitive to its condi- 
tion. 


Likewise the farmer is dependent upon in- • 


dustry and the retail business where he finds a 
market for his products. If any serious difficul- 
ties interfere with business, the farmer suffers 
when the demand for what he has to sell is 
lessened. 


It is well not to forget this potent fact in our 


present social structure. We have a' community 
of interests that makes it incumbent upon every 
individual to do his part and liveup to his 
responsibility. 


A. Edison several years ago predicted that this 
practice would be adopted eventually toy business. 
Yet Mr. Edison, himself, would scarcely take time 
out to sleep. 


The tendency for years, with the development 


of labor-saving machinery, has been toward 
shorter working hours, with the result that the 
avef3.se American has more leisure time than 
ever before in history. 


Leisure time can be made a blessing or a curse. 


If leisure time is employed—at least a part of it— 
in self-improvement and harmless recreation, 
shorter working days and weeks will be a pro- 
gressive step. But if leisure time is not devoted 
to healthful exercise and mental development, no 
good can come of it. 


Most any man who is serving a sentence in a 


penal institution could supply substantiating 
evidence. In the vast majority of cases, the law 
violator and all types of offenders against society 
have too much leisure time. 


Leisure time must be put to good use. It must 


be utilized in developing character and doing 
constructive tilings that will benefit the indivi- 
dual and make him a better citizen. 


If every moment of leisure time is wasted in 


pleasure-seeking 
and in creating expensive 


habits, that are not in keeping with one's income, 
the present-day tendency toward shorter hours 
will become a curse instead of a benefit, as in- 
tended.

Two banks were held up Mon- 


day, one at English and the oth- 
er at Highland, bringing the 
total of robberies in the' state to 
eight in nine days. 


The Crawford 
County state 


bank at English was robbed of 
$2,500 shortly after it opened 
in the morning. Four bandits 
took part in the robbery and 
escaped. 
The Farmers and Merchants 


bank at Highland in Lake coun- 
ty, was held up at noon by two 
men, who escaped with $5,000. 


A decision was reached by 


Vermilion county authorities to 
prosecute two surviving mem- 
bers of the band of five that 
held up the -Citizens bank of 
Clinton on charges of auto Ban- 
ditry and bank robbery. They 
will be arraigned today. ^ 


Three of the men who partici- 


pated in the robbery were killed 
near Sidell, HI. 
Joe Walker, 


of Dana, Ind. was killed in Hli- 
nois while pursuing the bandits' 
and it had been planned to try 
the two bandits for his murder. 
If convicted of auto banditry 
and bank robbery, however, they 
may be sentenced to 45 years in 
prison. 


The men are W. M. Long, 32, 


of Moberly, Mo., alias James M. 
Clark, wanted in several states, 
and Walter Dieterich, 26, of 
Chicago. Both are being held hi 
the county jail here. The three 
other robbers are dead.

Five robbers, armed with ma- 


chine guns, entered the Clinton 
bank and after herding em- 
ployes and patrons in a rear 
room, escaped with $15,567. Mis- 
fortune overtook them immedi- 
ately.

London (A.P.)—Minute analy- 


sis of the problem of treating ha- 
bitual offenders is proposed by J. 
R. Clynes, the Home Secretary, 
with a view to altering present 
methods of dealing with this 
class of criminal. 


Clynes said no definite scheme 


would be caried out, but that the 
subject would be considered from 
-all angles. He had great hopes 
that the inquiry would uncover 
better methods of dealing with 
these offenders than those now 
employed.v 


"We are conscious," Clynes 


added, "that simply sending to 
prison men who repeatedly com- 
mit offences is a costly and non- 
reformatory procedure. It is use- 
less to spend money on mere acts 
of punishment that are not cur- 
ative, and do not reform." 


The Home Secretary said that 


he had no doubt that the.medi- 
cal and pathological- sides of "the 
question would be fully .consid- 
ered by the- committee. He at- 
tached much importance to this 
phase of the problem. 


The larger part of England's 


prison population was made up 
of men who committed minor of- 
fences, he said, and this would 
doubtless be given due weight in 
the inquiry.
